The interview did not specify whether Hussein 
would consider a direct agreement between Jordan and 
Israel or whether he would hold out firmly — as he has 
in the past — for a joint agreement between all Arab 
countries involved in the war and Israel. 

Loss of the West Bank last year crippled Hussein’s 
economy and nation. Taken over by Jordan after the 
first Arab-Israeli war in 1948, it represents by far the 
richest half of his country. 
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LONDON (AP)—King Hussein erf Jordan was quot¬ 
ed today as saying he is willing to give up the richest 
part of the kingdom for peace in the Mideast. He ap¬ 
parently referred to a proposal that the Israeli-occupied 
West Bank become an autonomous Arab state. 

In an interview, the Sunday Observer quoted the 
Arab monarch as saying in Amman he was willing to 
renounce sovereignty over the fertile West Bank of the 
Jordan River if that would lead to a peace settlement 
with Israel. 

Asked by Observer correspondent Gavin Young if 
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he meant the territory would then become a new state 
called Palestine, Hussein said: “Yes, if that is what the 
people want.” 

It was not clear whether Hussein was proposing a 
program or acquiescing to one. Young said American- 
Israeli proposals circulating in the Mideast recently call 
for Israeli annexed East Jerusalem to be “headquarters 
of an autonomous Palestinian state in a special 
relationship with Jordan.” * 

There has been no official indication by Israeli or 
U.S. authorities that they favor any such arrangement 
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TOKYO (AP) — Radio 
Hanoi in ■ Japanese-language 
broadcast today said North 
Vietnam has decided to re¬ 
lease some captured Ameri¬ 
can pilots during the Christ¬ 
mas holidays. Radio Press 
reported. 

Radio Press speculated, 
however, that Ihe broadcast 
meant to report North Viet¬ 
nam's decision to allow U-S.

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP> — 
Brazil took its new political 
crisis calmly Saturday. People 
flocked to beaches and soccer 
fields in balmy weather as the 
military-backed government of 
j President Arthur dit Costa e 
Silva pursued a crackdown on 
opposition elements. 

The Congress of Latin Amer¬ 
ica's largest nation quietly 
began its second involuntary 
recess by government decree In 
little more than two years. 

Censors stood watch in newsj 
offices and police were reported 
making widespread arrests un¬ 
der an institutional act that the 
president and his cabinet signed 
Friday night with the avowed 
aim of safeguarding "the higher 
interests of the nation.” 
NOTABLE PRISONER 

Ex-president J usee lino Kubit- 
schek was among the more 
notable prisoners. Stripped of 
his political rights and ousted 
from the senate when the mili¬ 
tary took over from leftist 
I President Joao Goulart in 1964, 


he was arrested at tbe municipal 
theatre. 

The army-dominated govern¬ 
ment of Costa e Silva, a former 
army marshal, said it was act¬ 
ing against revolutionary war 
| being waged by persons “un¬ 
willing to understand” the 
movement that brought It to 
power, initially with a retired 
army marshal. Humberto Cas- 
tello Branco, as chief of state. 

RESPONSE 

It was a response to congress* 
rejection Thursday, by a vote of 
216 to 141, of the government's 
request that it lift tbe immunity 
of Deputy Marcio Moreira Alves 
ao he could be tried an a charge 
of abusing his civil rights. A 
former Rio newsman. Alves had 
made a series of antimilitary 
speeches on the House floor. 

The act overrides provisions 
of Brazil's constitution. The fifth 
such degree promulgated over 
the last four years, it allowa 
the president to strip any Bra¬ 
zilian of his political rights.

One dispatch sod a N.xth 
Vietnamese consuAite in Nan¬ 
king recently was surrounded 
and attacked by Red Guards.

r IE CONSENSUS o t persons most closely in touch 
with estate management and estate planning is 
that Finance Minister Edgar Benson made a palpable 
mistake in imposing his new estate tax and gilt tax 


proposals as from the date of the October 22 budget, 
and before they became law. 

Mr. Benson’s proposals are known, but the act 
which will legalize these proposals has not yet been 
passed, and may not be for some time. In addition 
there must be some grave doubt in view of the 
criticism of those host qualified to make it, whether 
Mr. Benson’s proposals will go through Parliament as 
is, or iq some amended form. 

It is thus impossible for trust companies or estate 
executives to make such changes as they think are wise 
in the light of the new proposals in this interim period. 

The estate of a person dying an or after October 
22 is in “no man's land.” Mr. Benson would have been 
on sounder ground if he had not hack-dated his 
resolutions on such a final fact as death, and had 
given all persons a fair chance to make or change 
their wills in the knowledge of what they were doing, 
and what would be in the best interests of their 
beneficiaries. 

The chairman of the National Trust has described 
the situation as unfair to the individual, while the 
Canadian Institute of Chartered Accountants in a 
brief to Mr. Benson said the delay in amending the law 
was penalizing persons through no fault of their own. 

This criticism of the new estate and gift tax 
alterations Is quite separate from the more general 
opposition that the new levels of proposed taxation are 
so high that they out-Carter the socialist orientated 
proposals of the Carter Commission. That body sought 
to treat estates, as everything else, as taxable profits 
in die hands of the beneficiaries. 

For medium-to-Jarge estates the new proposals by 
Mr. Benson rail for higher rates of tax than would 
have applied under Carter. 

The chartered accountants and others feel that 
the cost of dying in Canada will be so high if the 
budget proposals are carried that many will elect to 
leave the country for other places where tax laws will 
enable them to leave more to their heirs. 

It is possible in the excitement over House 
procedure, constitution and other changes, the 
proposals of Mr. Benson may be swooshed through the 
Commons without being given the deep consideration 
they deserve.

By Their Own Choice 


'T’WO EMINENT scientists have recently criticized 
k the plan of the United States to send three astro¬ 
nauts around the moon later this month. One is 
British space expert Sir Bernard Lovell, director of 
the Jodrefl Bank Observatory. The other is Dr. Ralph 
E. Lapp, the nuclear physicist who played a large 
part in developing the atomic bomb. Both think the 
risk is too great. 

Both rite the possibility that after the Apollo 8 
capsule orbits the moon — it Is scheduled to circle the 
moon ten times — the engine that should lift them out 
of orbit and head them back to earth may fail to start. 

If that happens, they will have no way of extricating 
themselves. They will await the end of their oxygen 
supply and their death. 

There are other special hazards. There is a risk of 
harmful radiation from the sun. The speed of re-entry 
into the earth’s atmosphere will be much higher than 
in previous, earth-orbiting missions. Scientists say that 
Apollo 8 will not have much margin for error in the re¬ 
entry if it is neither to generate too much heat nor 
“skip” off the atmosphere. 

Sir Bernard says that mi a scientific basis, the 
manned flight is silly and wasteful: the astronauts’ 
lives will be in danger when the stage has been 
reached with automatic landings “when it’s not 
necessary to risk human life to get information about 
the moon. Within a few years this information could he 
obtained by automatic, unmanned instruments.”

W7TTHOUT TOUCHING UPON the alleged injus- 
w tices which the New Westminster elementary 
school teachers give as the cause for their work-to- 
rule policy of recent days, it Is reasonable to ask on 
what grounds they will excuse their mass absenteeism 
from their places of duty.

This is not a 'particularly edifying situation, and 
too dose for comfort to outright deception on the part 
of people who are expected to encourage good moral 
behavior among their charges as well as instruct in 
the other fundamentals of learning. 

No one Is likely to swallow any nonsense about “a 
mysterious epidemicleast of all the students. 

There must be more acceptable methods by which 
the teachers' meeting of minds with the school board 
can be obtained, if that is what is wanted; tactics 
which will not throw the schools — and the children 
— Into confusion.

The list of abuses against the Qiinese is endless and the 
incidents get worse as the years pass. But tot's look at the 
Chinese' great moment to B.C. history.

fa 1864 D r. John Helmckm wrote that the Chinese were 
“on advantage and an improvement" because they had made 
■ettree vegetables more plentiful for the white settiers. The 
B*ne tatng was noted to the Interior. 

In May, 1865. toe British Cbkxttrt termed the Chinese toe 
moat orderly and artier. They cost the country leas to police 
end judicial work, paid cash and never ran out on a debt, 
said the Gttonist. 

The benejmoon tirin't last long. Chinese were witting to 
wnric fra leas and white businessmen were happy to take 
advantage. 

At Nanaimo's coal mfoes in 1867 a wtttte miner earned 92 
per (tap bat a Chinese was paid fl. (The Chinese, 
fadtientatiy, struck for an extra 50 cents per day, and got it) 

Bat toatesd of bimntog employers, wtttte ou s ters bissned 
toe Chinese. They became a despised race. 


Dr. Robert E. Wynne, a historian at the Pad Be 
Northwest said in his doctoral thesis written in 1964: 

". . . There was not the lightest hope of procuring the 
many thousands of white laborers needed for the construction 
at the Canadfan Pacific when that company was endeavoring 
to aompiete the link wito the Pacific against toe g reate s t 
technical and financial odds." 

Anti-Chinese feeling was rampant in 1882 when Andrew 
Onderdonk wrote John A. Macdonald to justify importation of 
Chinese labor. 

He had brought in 5,000 oortfes, Onderdonk wrote, and 
another 1,000 were an the way. 

Onderdonk didn't mention, as B.C. historian Margaret 
Ormsby later noted, that 10 per cent of toe first 2,000 Cfatone 
died of scurvy aboard ship and after they landed on the 
Fra«er.

The 1887 BjC. Blue Book, in a census that couldn't have 
been precise, ttrted figures showing Chinese totaled 39.3 per 
cent of the mainland population, and 38.7 per cent of the 
cranhtoed m s fc tt snd and Island population. 

By 1871 Amor de Cosmos was c o m pl ain ing to toe 
legntaltve as s emb l y that Chinese were interfering with wittte 
gardeners and monopolizing the vegetable trade. 

The British Colonist also warned af Chinese “coming into 
direct competition with civilized labor."

Onderdonk told the prime nttnteter that 8.000 laborers 
were rttattutely reqtttred to cump iet iL the grading, so toat 
our entire oontract may be lofahed w titi fo toe time specified.

Onderdonk riso wrote: 

"... We cannot obtaki sitiftctewf white men to cctnpiete 
toe work in 15 years ... Is it rca oorahle to stgipaae toat toe 
Interests at tins province would be served by deferring toe 
work 12 years l u nge s than necessary?" 

The railroad was finished, Qxdederation was cemented, 
and the paid off cooties were abandoned. Some went home 
with their earnings; others remained to compete fra work 
and became more hated than ever. 

Not that there snai l progress. By 1923, Oriental coal 
uttin on the Island were ea rn ing 54 50 per day. Whites, 
natraaly, got more — J6.50.

Caltech students, seeking an 
nitlK for frustrations, started 
a research program on smog

Working under a federal 
grant, the student researchers 
found in the short space of 
three months Rat: 

• Smog is costing the 
average southern California 
bcaneowner perhaps an much 
as *100 a year in d e te ri o ration 
or rubber and other fabrics. 

• Re si dent s sic apathetic 
about lie smog problem be¬ 


cause fey feel they can do 
nothing to solve it 

• Rats have a greater 
learning aptitude to clean tor 
than to poluted air. 

• Rabbits breathing smog- 
free air have 25 per, cent less 
lead in their blood Sian 
rabbits breathing smoggy air. 

One research team devel¬ 
oped a mathematical des¬ 
cription of smog with the idea 
of eventually predicting the 
amouit of air pollution on a 
given day an the bans of the 
weather and toe number of 
cars in use. 

Another study is aimed at 
determining a oorefatian be¬ 
tween smoggy days and 
absenteeism, traffic accidents 
and illnesses. 

The Fbrd Foundation has 
became interested in the 
student researchers and has 
g r an t ed *18,000 for establish¬ 
ing a re s earch centre.

grant nwde by toe federal government to keep the Canadian 
national hockey team operative “Is pouring taxpayers’ money 
dawn the tfrain." 

■Dane is. however, a mitigating cbnoumstance In that 
Canada to to be toe host nation for the 1970 “world'’ 
t.airmment. We certainly have to be repre s en t ed in the 
i' aimamcnt and the grant was almost certainly necessary tn 
bring aba* representation by the best-postoble team we cortd 
ice under tournament eligibility rules. But government aid to 
the nttal team *ouH end when we have fulflfed our 
tournament oommitments m 1970. 

It's not kist that rther sports played by Canadians cannot 
hope to get. although they now have every tight to demand it, 
the same kind of g o v ernment finanatai support. It's ateo that 
th? grant tn the national hockey team brought government 
contrci, something that should be avoided for the good of 
■ports. 

Governments. I believe, should give amateur sport financial 
support. But it should come in the provtosdta of faclities and 
c aching and. where it to merited, in the paying at travel and 
other expenses for atolete* representing their country in 
mternatsonai events Now our netfenal hockey tram to a federal 
frstrtution to be operated by a corporation called Hockey 
Canada with an executive to be dominated by government 
appointees. It's at least more than a pale copy of the Russian 
system. 

Not only that, but there has ti be considerable irony in the 
f«ct that two members of the Hockey Canada executive are 
likely to be Stafford Smythe and David Motenn, presidents of 
the Toman Maple Leafs and Montreal Canwfiens. respectively. 
That might have been an effort by the government to enlist 
National Hockey League support. It may work but it would 
have been hard to find two Canadians who have thought less of 
the concept <rf a nations! team.

Tenn., had 
been sought by Bell County. Ky. 
authorities who were after “a 
gang of men who had terrorized 
the whole area by breaking in 
and stealing" for months. The 
third victim was identified as 
Dewey Partin, 21, of Frakes, 


for several months, 
around in small Kentucky bor¬ 
der communities and hiding oak 
in the Tennessee mountains. He 
said indications were that the 
trio had been at the cabin cnl*. 
a few days. 

The portholes had been sawed 
out recently, Hurst said, appar¬ 
ently so the occupants of the 
cabin could keep a lookout.

PARIS t Reuters t — President 
de Gaulle told the new Canadian 
ambassador here Saturday that 
France considers Canada com¬ 
posed at two nattaas— Frencb- 
and Englisb-apenking—but at 
the same time appeared to 
moderate Us attitude on separa¬ 
tism. 

As Ambassador Paul Beiulieu 
presented his credentials, de 
Gaulle pointedly r eferred to his 
as a diplomatic representative 
appointed by the authority at 
"your gracious sovereign" 
(Queen Elizabeth). 


The reference was taken as 
in attempt to emphasize the 
British character of the Cana¬ 
dian federal government. 

But de Gaulle also said: "We 
»ho founded Canada certainly 
do not wish to see grievances 
and quarrels developing” be¬ 
tween the “two ob bora” exist¬ 
ing side by side in Canada. 

De Gaulle said he hoped to 
see “new conditions” in Can¬ 
ada. assurmg cooperation be¬ 
tween two equal peoples. 

Canadian circles herej 
contrasted that statement with 


Ambassador Beaulieu's asser¬ 
tion that his government is 
seeking to sprad French cul¬ 
ture over “the whole of its terri¬ 
tory.” , 

Beaulieu, speaking in 
French, said it was France 
which explored, peopled, -and 
opened to civilization a great 
part of Canada. 

“The presence in Canada of 
more than 6.000.000 Canadians 
of French origin bears eloquent 
witness to this.” be said. 

“However, the history and ge¬ 
ography brought it about that.

**l*ll be glad when it* a over!** 

I could hardly believe that my 
friend was talking about Christ¬ 
mas! Christmas—it had always 
been so eagerly anticipated, the 
waiting spiced with intoxicating 
dreams. To us it was the greatest 
holiday of the year, exceeding even 
our own birthdays. 

However, as I set up the glistening aluminum 
tree (the same one we had last year, and the 
year before that) I realized Christmas has 
changed with the changing world. 

In the so-called olden days there used to be 
trees for the taking, not far from the little farm 
— from which we eked out a living. As Christmas 
neared, we trekked through deep snow in the 
biting cold In search of our very own tree, Mother 
travelling with us as the final decision as to size 
wus hers. The sharp ring of Father's axe echoed 
in the Icy ulr, and we cried "timber" as our tree 
fell. Then we boys and girls had the thrill of 
hauling our prize across the snow to our oountry 
home. 

Father hammered together • wooden tree 
stand, and although he wasn’t an adept carpenter, 
it served us well as the present metal ones. In 
fact it gave the tree a slight whimsical air, and 
Mother quietly reinforced it by tying some twine 
On a limb and fastening it to the windowsill. 

‘ We had already filled many snowbound 
evenings sitting around the long kitchen table, and 
making tree ornaments. Long strings of popcorn, 

' sticky popcorn balls, paper chains, bright cornu* 
eoptas filled with home-made candy, and gilded 
eggshell cups. 

Admittedly there was no particular color. 


scheme to our tree, as can be achieved by pink or 
blue plastic ornaments, but the goiferal effect was 
bright and oheerful. Each member of the family 
solemnly placed their, own particular creations at 
the best angle, and stood back to admlro the 
effect. 

Colored tree lights had Just come into being, 
but we couldn’t afford them and settled for Just a 
few small white candles. These had to be blown 
out soon after they were lit for the sake of safety, 
but in the meantime the tree was, to our eyes, a 
real blaze of glory. 

The gifts, placed with edre under the tree, 
were all handmade as well, and lots of love, and 
the odd sore finger, went Into the making. Aunt 
Martha spent tho rest of the year knitting socks, 
and very welcome they were. In the cold winter 
months. There were wool ties, homemade candy. 
Mother’s special crocheted dollies, and dolls made 
from skeins of bright wool. Cradles were mude 
from cereal boxes, doll clothes from scraps, and 
blocks from bits of wood, golly painted. 

Eaoh present was wrapped In plain white 
tissue paper, and tied with red string — which 
was carefully rolled up and used again and again. 
A far cry from the present science of gift 
wrapping with the paper and ribbon often costing 
more than the present. 

The Christmas preparations usually started 
with the making of the Christmas cake. A great 
deal of work was necessary to prepare the fruit, 
and we sometimes started in late October. 

The raisins and currants weren't already 
cleaned as they are today. We had to take the 
seeds out of the large sticky raisins and that was 
quite a Job. The currants had to be picked over 
and washed several times, and the lemon, orange 
and citron peel cut into tiny pieces. 

.After the fruit was ready it was dredged with 
flour, and the many eggs beaten, then the other 
Ingredients were organized. The children, under 
Auqt. Martha's supervision, out rounds and strips 
of thick brown paper to line the tins, and this was 
then greased on both sides. Aunt Martha was 
there to see we didn’t try to get away with just 
two thicknesses of paper. 

When all was ready a family gathering was 
called. It was our custom for each number to 
stir the mixture with a.big wooden spoon and 
make a wish, to come true on Christmas Day. 
Mother would sometimes wait for hours for some 
one of us to come home, for she felt she could not

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What Price for a Hunting Licence?

So you've decided to become a hunter. Well If 
you live in mott places in Canada or the United States, 
all you need do is buy a rifle or shotgun, pay a fee and 
get a slip of paper which allows you to hunt. lt f s quite 
timple and often very deadly.

Recently I was in Germany, a 
member of a Canadian press group 
touring Canadian land and air bases. 
During my stay I took the opportun¬ 
ity to Interview a hunting master, or 
Jaegermclster, to see what rules 
govern hunting of birds and animals. 
What I found out not oftly left me 
astounded, but made me realize that - 
in some things we are far different 
from brothers In Europe. 

The word* of an old English 
ballad, The Three Jovial Huntsmen, 
wWdi says: '‘And they hunted, and 
they hollo'd and they blew their 
bom* also,*' probably best describe* 
hunting a* It still carries on in 
Germany today. 

The German nation is selective in 
both hunting and the hunter. The 
right to own and use a gun Is a 
privilege which must be earned and 
one which may be lost very easily. 

Once a person has qualified for a 
gun licence, he may hold an arsenal 
but he must always maintain the 
right by proving his responsibility. A 
Jail term automatically disqualifies 
anyone from owning a gun. 

A hunting course, given by 


approved Instructors and which may 
take from one to two years, is the 
requirement lor a gun licence. 

These are just a few of the rules 
enforced by the Jaegermeister, a 
man who Is in complete charge of 
an area of land equal to approxi¬ 
mately one Canadian section. 

Alfred Kluschat who lives in 
Llechtenau, a small town near La hr 
In southern Germany, has been a 
jaegermclster for nine years. 

He and his dog Astro, a German 
short-hair, have had many adven¬ 
tures together and Astro has the 
distinction of holding a silver medal 
as hunting king. 

Herr Kluschat holds the distinc¬ 
tion of having shot a 357-pound wild 
boar that had successfully eluded 
many hunters who sought the 
trophy. 

He was alone and in the dark 
when he finally shot the dangerous 
animal which had been damaging 
crops and gardens. 

The shooting of such an animal Is 
but one of the Jaegermeister's duties 
for In addition he must enforce all 
regulations, and maintain the desired 
quality and quantity of wild birds 
and game. To do this he weeds out 


the animals which are Imperfect, 
such as those having deformed 
horns, barren does and any other 
Irregularity which might harm the 
species. 

Jaegermeister Kluschat explained 
that hunting In Germany is bound by 
tradition and continued to explain 
some of them. 

A hunter, In a party, who misses 
his quarry must pay for all the 
drinks that night when the group 
meets in the Gasthaus or local Inn. 
Since hunting is nearly always done 
In a group and not singly this may 
Involve a considerable amount of 
money before the party has liad Its 
fill of the free refreshments. 

Another tradition, and one which 
Is taken very seriously, Is the use of 
the hunting horn. The many differ¬ 
ent calls are known to the dogs and 
hunters alike and must bo obeyed. 
Tradition also forbids members of 
the hunting party from touching the 
gun of any dtfvor member of the 
hunting party. 

The J acgermelster has the 
authority to say whore, when and 
what, a party of men may hunt. 

When a deer or boar is killed still 
another tradition is upheld, when the 
successful hunter places a brunch In 
the animal's mouth to signify It has 
beaten Its last meal. Another 
branch is placed over the wound 
and a smaller piece of green wood Is 
put In tht hunter's cap and atao 
under the collar of his dog. Only 
certain wood may be used and 
includos oak and pine. 

Herr Kluschat explained another 
German tradition which allows a 


hunter a once In a lifetime shot. A 
bird bearing the natnc auerhahn Is 
the elusive prey. Names of hunter* 
who wish to try for a shot at the 
bird are placed In a hat and ■ 
limited number drawn. Those whose 
names are picked may then have 
one chance to kill one of the birds. 

77ie hunter must seek his prey in 
company with the jaegermelHter 
who tells him when to shoot, having 
previously placed a lone shell in the 
gun. If the hunter misses the bird he 
may never again try his luck for an 
auerhahn. The bird was described as 
a cross between an eagle and a 
grouse and about the size of a 
turkey with • huge beak and grey- 
blue In color. 

In deer hunting the flesh of the 
killed animal belongs to the owner 
of the land where the animat was 
■hot. The hunter may, If he wishes, 
■ook to purchase the meat. The 
horns belong to tho hunter as does 
the heart. The lung* are given to the 
dog as his share.

The members of the Old Iron 
Church also had other problems to 
contend with from time to time. Far 
the church, seemingly so strong, had 
its drawbacks. It was hard to beat, 
and despite its stout iron roof, it was 
not altogether waterproof and then 
were times when the congregation 
was in danger of receiving a 
sprinkling from the weeping 
heavens. Also a storm could piny 
havoc with the acoustics, for if the 
wind was strong enough, it could 
and did rattle the roof until it 
sounded like very present roils of 
thunder accompanied by what wers 
described as moans, and wild, 
shrieking noises. 

Later, when the old Sidney 
Railway Company was in operation 
the tracks ran up Fisgard Street, 
and since the engine did not always 
have a sufficiency of steam to make 
the grade, the ensuing noise on more 
than one occasion served as g 
sermon stopper. 

The final service In the Old Iron 
Church was held on Dee. IS, 1KU. 
During that service the ehureh

TWa Centennial pool opened its (toon just 
over one year ago, and its success haa welded 
these districts together with a mutual interest. 
The nearby Belmont Park area also joined the 
project lari spring by adding additional funds tor 
Improvement! and landscaping. 

More than in,000 swimmers have used the 
recreational facilities during the first year of 
operation, 1,280 chttdrsti have taken advantage of 
the scheduled le sso n s. Grade 5 students fntn the 
Books School District had special swfcnming 
lessons during school hours, and aU toe schools in 
toe area started swbn clubs and lnter-wetxxd 
swim meets are now held. The pool Is also used 
by groups and organisations for instruction and 
lessons, 

But one of the most exciting and gratifying 
things that has happened to the district and Its 
pool has been the success of the competitive 
swim team, the Juan de Fuca Cohos. 

About the time of the pool’s opening, its new 
ewim coach and manager, A1 Aytward, started 
the competitive swim dub. At the time, the group 
contorted of a few experienced swimmers who 
bad been with A1 during Ms Instructing days at 
too YMCA, YWCA and at Royal Roads, With the 
help of these children and their parents, he was 
able to torn the Juan de Fuca Cohoa into one of 
the most successful young dubs In British 
Columbia. 

Hie swimmers tor this dub oesne mostly 
from the eMm classes, the sdwd groups and 
recreational swimmers that came through the 
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pool. With the encouragemant of the Centeratial 
Pool oommlstoco, toe jksoedt schoda and buai- 
ne asa s , the dub has grown to more than 00 
members sad Is now b rin g ing awards from 
almost every swim meet they attend. Ages range 
from five to IB years. 

The encouragement, praise and example of 
the older, more experienced competitive swim¬ 
mers have brought the young group up to a 
standard that ft hard to match. The youngsters 
are ao enthusiastic that it Is contagious to any 
outsider who attends their training sessions, time 
trials or meets. 

Swimmers train every day at toe pod. toe 
older ones at fl:30 a.m. and toe younger children 
st 3:90 pan. These times might sound outlandish 
to anyone who Is not keen on swimmi ng, but the 
pod is In such demand that toe dub can only 
usa the facilities at slack times. 


Once a month toe whole elob gels together at 
1:30 a.m. an s Saturday meriting for time trials. 
These are simulated races to keep track of each 
member's prog ress . The object Is to trim a few 
saoo n d s alt tile previous month's record In each 
swimming stroke. And by the excitement 
generated among the youngsters themselves It is 
evident that titia is almost as I mport a n t to diem 
as any large s w im meet.

There is nothing finer than the tantalizing 
fragrance of freshly baked bread. 

Although we make fruit bread all through the 
year the Christmas version is a little bit special. 
It is a fine thing fur gifts to the people who have 
everything, it is wonderful with coffee for that 
drop-in Christmas company, and it is great tor 
children’s Christmas parties served with fruit 
punch or mugs of cocoa. 


Nibbles to Go With 


There are many versions of trait bread, a 
traditional cake-like bread' that originated In 
Europe ... in Germany aad Austria it is 
calked "Stollen," each country had a different 
name for this fraited yeaat loaf. We will call 
our loaves simply Christmas Bread. 


CHRISTMAS FRUIT BREAD . . . tt oup milk 
scalded, V4 oup water, hi cup sugar, hi cup butter 
or margarine, 1V4 tsp. salt, 1 tap. sugar, hi oup 
water (lukewarm), 1 pkg. yeast, 2 eggs beaten, 

4Vi to B cups sifted all-purpose flour, IVi cups 
seedless raisins, 1 cup candied peel (or 1 cup 
mixed glace fruit), 1 oup glace cherries halved, V4' 
cup blanched and spMt almonds, 1 Tbep. grated 
lemon rind, melted butter, sugar and oinnamon. 


Combine first live Ingredients and cool to 
lukewarm. Dissolve toe 1 top. sugar in toe hi cup 
lukewarm water, sprinkle toe yeast on top and let 
stand 10 minutes. Combine milk and yeast 
mixture with the beaten eggs. Gradually add 2 
cups of the flour and beat well. Add the fruits, 
nuts and lemon rind. Stir in enough of the 
remaining flour to make a soft dough. Turn out 
on a floured board and knead until "satiny.” 
Shape into a ball, place in a greased bowl and 
brush surface with melted butter. Cover and let 
rise in a warm plaoe until double in bulk, about 
an hour. < 

Punoh down dough, divide In half and roll 
each half into an oval shape 12x8 inches. Brush 
half of each oval, lengthwise, with melted butter 
and sprinkle with sugar and cinnamon. Fold over 
and shape into a crescent, pinching edges 
together. Place on a greased baking sheet, cover 
end let rise again untH double In bulk (about an 
hour). Bake 35 to 40 minutes in a preheated 350 
deg. F. oven. Makes two crescents. This dough Is

VICTORIA’S GHOSTS 


By T. W. PATERSON 

As midnight approaches, the 
house creaking in eerie symphony 
with the wind, and the flames 
crackling noisily, let your thoughts 
wander into that mysterious nether¬ 
world of the unknown; the twilight 
zone where no man can retdly dis¬ 
tinguish the real from the unreal. 

White British Ookmvbia hat lew castles ml 
mtot-shrouded moors, she has known her share of 
stories from the "beyond;’* particularly Victoria. 
One at the first recorded instances at a resdess 
spirit dates back to Oct. 13, 1867, when Tbs 
tokwfet reported "a dwelling house in the suburbs 
baa the reputation at being haunted.” 

Source at this Intriguing tale was a Chinese 
servant named John, who breathlessly told of 
"strange noises, footsteps, groans and knocUngs, 
and that an one occasion a lighted candle which 
he held In his hand was biown out by some 
invisible agency." 

John's employer dismissed the "debbfl” as 
nonsense, despite his servant's vehement p ro t es ts 
that the unknown agency had taken possession of 
Ms kitchen. Alas, there is no farther mention at 
this mtochievioui spirit Perhaps it was fright¬ 
ened off by a young gentleman "noted for Ms 
courage," who offered to spend a night in the 
house and dispose of the ghost with "a blow 
between the eyes” should H trifle with him. 

Although Victoria made meny of John's

registered with die Canadian Amateur Swimming 
Association and can attend sanctioned swim 
meets.

Dr. Portelance, Is a 
physician at Colwood and chairman of the Sooke 
School Board, so his interest In the children of the 
club to three-fold. 

Another recent addition to the Centennial Pool 
staff came with hiring of Ron Aubrey to assist 
Mr, Aylward in swim classes. He Is also a life¬ 
guard and does volunteer work with the Cohos. 

Coaching a club at this size is a big 
undertaking. Supper hours, early morning hours 
and weekends are usually taken up with dub 
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debbil, that harried soul went about his round* 
pigtail on end, The Colonist joking that "when he 
leaves the house for an errand be sets hi* hat on 
the point of the tail instead of on his head.” 

But few Victorians laughed four years later, 
when a "first-class sensation” intrigued one and 
ail/ 

J. S. Deas and family had moved Into a 
cottage on Meares Street, just beyond Pioneer 
Square, then the cemetery, in October, 1871. At 11 
o'clock that night, the household retired, to be 
awakened 90 minutes later by ringing fire bells — 
and worse. 

The servant girl "who slept In one of the 
rooms saw the room suddenly Hght up, and 
looking towards the window saw standing outside 
and kxiking in a colored man. She leaped out at 
bed and hung a blanket up at the window shutting 
out the figure.” 

In the other bedroom, Mr. and Mrs. Deas 
were having troubles of their own, In the form of 
"an arch of blue, green and yellow fire spanning 
their room. 

"Every object was distinctly visible — even 
the time o'nlght (27 minutes to one o'clock) was 
seen and noted. At the end at this arch of fire 
stood toe fo rm of a wa te red man, who died some 
yean ago, named R. H, Johnson. He waved one 
band over Ms head and with" the other first 
pointed to the centre of the arch and then drew it 
slowly across his throat! 

"The occupants of the room tried to speak 
but their tongues ctove to the roofs of their 
mouths. They tried to set (sio) up In bed, but 
found that power to do so had forsaken them. At 
last they drew toe bedclothes over their heads to 
shut out the apparition and lay until daylight, 
when all sign* of the grim visitor had 
disappeared. They arose at six o’clock and 
commenced to move toetr furniture Into another 
house, and last night the haunted house was left 
alone with the ghosts.” 

The reporter then learned two women who 


had previously occupied the now notorious house 
had been driven out by nightly "fooUtepa, the 
opening and riiuttoig of doors and the frequent 
presence of spiritual visitors.” 

The fallowing day Meares Street was 
thronged with curious onlookers, who eagerly 
jostled each other tor a better view of toe 
deserted home. However, as The Colonist 
chuckled, none seemed curious enough to enter 
the house, apparently believing "distance lends 
enchantment to the view." 

"I thought that I was freezing to death, and 
soon became aware that there was an invisibta 
something In toe house wtih me, and I fled from 
It!” swore one citizen, who had previously visited 
the home with a view to renting it, to ail and 
sundry. 

For the benefit of latecomers, Mr. Deaa 
elaborated upon his u tie art My experience, desert t> 
ing "toe arch of fire, which scintillated rapidly 
and threw off sparks similar in appearance to to# 
bits of mock-fire that Piper puts to the end of his 
candy cigars 1” Hie ghost was that of R. H. 
Johnson, fanner owner of the property. Poor 
Johnson, he said, "bore a melancholy look.” 

As indeed he should have. 

Although Mr. A. Young stoutly maintained 
there were no eerie goings-on when he occupied 
the house, the next-door neighbor reported a 
frequent "stamping noise, similar to that made 
by a one-legged man In walking ... on the 
verandah.” 

The unnamed servant gtri also had a few 
glowing details to add to her earlier story, gushing 
that when she had bnawly rushed to the window 
and covered it with a blanket, the ghostly face 
"looked right through the blanket!" 

“Mrs. Dees saw the strange light, but dM not 
see the face. The affair is wrapped In mystery. A 
party at men offered to pass last night In the 
house, but they failed to do so. Opinion is very 
diverse as to this extraordinary phenomena.”

There were those who aocepted the phenomena at 
face value; that Is, a true haunting. Then there 

were the cynics, one party olalmlng it afl was the 
work of some unscrupulous party attempting to 
destroy the property'* value In hopes of 
purchasing It for a song; lastly, those who 
thought the tfwatiy Mght to have been a "bull’*- 
eye" lantern In the hand at a prowler, 

Three days later, the excitement wai over. 
The ghost with the bright light who had made the 
evil motion atf drawing his finger across his throat 
was, alaa, of flesh and blood: "A colored man 
who', with a bull's eye lantern in his hand stood 
looking Into the window, 

"The light waa flashed Into the two bedrooms 
to the great terror of the occupants who, having 
juet moved in had not time to put up blinds. The 
happy solution of the mystery causes much 
merriment in quarters where It at first created 
Narm.” 

There apparently was too much merriment 
tor embarrassed Mr, Dees, who thought It 
necessary to write a letter to Tbs Colonist, 
cftadmlng that, yes, he and his family had moved 
In Wednesday and out Thursday, but not because 
ot ghosts. The house, he explained, "waa 
altogether too small and sadly out of repair." 

Ark! with that .the ghost of Mean* Street 
retreated Into the Umbo of the forgotten. At least 
for another 35 years, when pioneer journalist 
David W. Higgins recalled the haunted home. The 
ghost seen by John Dees, the pioneer Fraser 
River fish canner after whom Deaa Island Is 
named, was that of "Soap-end-Water" Johnson, 
who committed suicide In the house—by cutting 
hte throat. Which would explain the spectre's 
gnaesome act! Mr. Higgins noted that succeeding 
inmates of the house neither saw nor heard 
anything out of the ordinary, although the home’s 
evfl reputation tested until It was razed many 
years after. 

The next spook to raise eyebrows popped up 
In June of 1873 In booming Barkerville. Miners 
had retreated to a saloon (where else?) In alarm 
when the ghost, In the "shape of a miner who was 
burled some months ago," appeared. However, 
the "beholders ... braced their nerves with 
cocktails and upon their return, to! the ghostly 
visitant had disappeared." 

It la to be noted that they sought Internal 
fortification after seeing the spook, not before. 

Our fourth visitor from the unknown appenred 
to August, 1886; this 1s the celebrated tale of the 
Cormorant Street ghost. Exciting Colonist head- 
lines told of the mystery Aug. 5: 

"Haunted! The strange and unaccountable 
sounds heard In a house on Cormorant 
Street—The shade of a mortal appears at 
Intervals and suggests the existence of a hidden 
crime.” 

This waa the active haunting of a boarding 
house. Doors which the landlord had locked would 
loudly slam when all had retired, only to be found 
secure upon Inspection. Footsteps echoed in the 
hall. The landlady, "though not cf a nervous 
temperament," waa awakened In the middle a# 
the night by the clammy touch of something upon 
her face. 

The mystery thickened when a new sound 
was heard—Ihe dick of a pistol being cocked, 
FttnoJQy came the night when the beleaguered 
landlady met her eerie tenant face to face. He 
was "a tall man, about 36 or 38 years of age, with 
shoulders slightly bent, dark hair brushed back 
from hte forehead which narrowed somewhat as tt 
advanced, face shaven excepting the moustache 
and eyes, whose color she oould not determine, 
wearing a look that she described as 'startled 

Finally came a seance, held by one Mr. 
Colby, Upon contacting the restieia spirit, he told „ 
Ns fascinated audience a hair-raising tale of 
murder in the hallway and of a body buried In the 
back yard in the dark of night. 

Badly, as In most ghost stories, Investigation 
spotted everything. The ghost was none other than 
toe notorious, s<*lf-ety>ed "celebrated medium 
Doc Bailey, who, it would appear, painstakingly 
haunted the house for four months, hoping to 
create the number one attraction In Victoria, men 
•'exchange unhmlted check for ready cash, in 
other words, for a quarter, the good doctor would 
put you In touch with the ghost! 

Alas, the best laid plans ...

There are several other 
jorts most unconfirmed by Investigation, 
fortunately, which have been recorded across 
in Victoria. If most seem of a 


frivolous or downright dishonest nature, as thorn* 
told above, it is simply that almost aU gha* 
stories suffer endings entirely too prosaic; few 
can withstand the light of scrutiny. But they do 
make good reading!

Napoleon Sat Out the Battle of Waterloo 


Reviewed by E. D. WARD-HARRIS 


Napoleon was out-generalled by Wellington at 
Waterloo and his army was finally crushed by die Bri¬ 
tish. True or false? If an unqualified answer is re¬ 
quired it has to be—false. 

This shattering fact emerges after reading David 
Howarth’s iconoclastic A Near Run Thing , an account 
of the famous battle re-created from the recollections

recorded by some of the men who took part. 


The interesting thing is that 
Waterloo narked the first time that 
literate men served In the ranks of 
the .British army and so we have the 
stories, not arty of officers, but also 
of other ranks. 

The battle of Waterloo has been 
the subject to Innumerable books, 
but none quite like this. One feds 
the shock of battle as If one were 
there. Hie opening aiiols were filed 
just before noon on that fateful 
Sunday in June, 1815. By 9 o'clock 
that night it was all over. 


In the Belgian cornfields 40,060 
men and 10,000 horses lay dead or 
wounded, and Napoleon had fled, 
abandoning his army, all hope of 
recovering bis empire and, in a 
coach, a spare unihrm with million* 
of dollars worth of diamonds sown 
into its lining. 

Anyone who has taken part in a 
major battle realizes in retrospect 
how little they knew at what waa 
happening. But however limited the 
area of operation, each' participant 
sees, hears and, above all, feels. 


Howirth's technique is tjie 
putting together of the persenal 
accounts at many of the participants 
at Waterloo, of both sides, and so 
making a far ole-arer and more 
comprehensive account of toe battle 
than any one of them oould have 
given at toe time. 

In A Near Run Thing, both in the 
narrative and the imposing ooflec- 
tions of sketches, painting* and 
drawings, we cense the heat, noise, ’ 
fear, elation, pain and the sustain¬ 
ing hope of glory which were every 
man’s experience that day. 

The first shock, at least to me, 
was learning that Wellington's 
famous army (he oalled it infamous) 
was only one-third British, The other 
two-thirds consisted of Prussians, 
Belgians and Dutch. 

I also learned for the first time 
that toe bastion of Hougoumont, 
which guarded Wellington’s right 
flank, waa gallantly held nH day by 
a force of Prussian exiles who.

In November, 1780, during the 
fifth year of the American struggle 
for independence, with, u rebel army 
besieging Quebec City, Ensign 
Prentles sailed aboard tiie brigan¬ 
tine St. Lawrence with urgent 
dispatch-* from the Quebec com¬ 
mandant to General Clinton, com¬ 
manding British forces at New 
York. 


the shore, battered by storms, 
hampered by floating ice fields, and 
always on the verge of starvation. 
With their boat no longer seaworthy 
and their strength gone, all hope for 
survival was abandoned. 

Miraculously, at long last, they 
were found by Indians and nursed 
back to health. Recuperated, Pren- 
tles continued his ill-fated mission, 
delivering his dispatches to New 
York almost a year after sailing 
from Quebec City. 

Two centuries later Mr. Campbell 
retraced the castaways’ lonely 
voyage. Time has brought few 
changes to lonely Cape Breton 
Island and Mr. Campbell was able 
to follow the desperate race against 
time of so long before. In consid¬ 
erably more comfortable circum¬ 
stances, to be sure. 

The story of Ensign Prentles, 
Cape Breton’s “latter-duy Robinson 
Criisoe” and his companions’ ordeal, 
told In the young officer's own 
words, is Cunadiana at its best. A 
good book.

X also learned for the first time 
the real reason tor the fall of the 
farm-house, L« Ha ye Sainte (lack at 
ammunition); that Wellington's 
quart ermastor-general was an 
American; and that WaterVw waa 
the last set-piece battle to be fought 
on classical, almost medieval, line*. 

AS this, together with detailed 
accounts at operating techniques 
(mostly amputation with a aaw and 
without snaeulhetic), at camp 
followers (like Mother Courage) and 
of wounded left to the hideous fate 
of being robbed, stripped and 
murdered by pitiless Belgian 
peasants. All this, and much more, 
we experience vicariously. 

But the most astonishing revela¬ 
tion is that Napoleon took prac¬ 
tically no part in the battle. White 
Wettlngton, In the claasioal tradition, 
spent the day on the heights 
overtaking the battlefield, Napolera 
remained three-quarters of a mRe 
behind his front unable to eeo 
anything of what was taking plane. 

The French army was «*nv 
married by Marshal Ney, whose 
grave tactical errors, tike sending 
wave after wave of calvary against 
British artillery without infantry 
support, were due to faulty com¬ 
munication between him and Na¬ 
poleon who, m that most important 
day at his life was, literally, an 
armchair general. 

Why? David Howarth makes a 
convincing case tor the theory that 
Napoleon was suffering from piles 
and cystitis and these twin agonies 
totally clouded his judgment and 
precluded sitting a horse. 

Gallant cfld Marshal Blucher (he 
was over 70) whose last-minute 
arrival with his Prussian army 
saved the day f»r toe embattled 
Wellington, would have cympathized 
with Napoleon in his painful pre¬ 
dicament, but toe Iron Duke would 
have found toe information die.

Later she wrote, "(De Gaulle) 
gave us his resounding accolade in 
the face of the whole Continent. 
Because of him we are no longer 
alone in our fight to make our 
dreams come true.” 

This book, like its predecessor, 
can do nothing but harm to the 
cause of national unity, and so long 
as this French-Omadian petticoat 
separatist continue* to sow discord 
critics will continue to combat tfie 
poison. 

And why not, prayf An author 
who is totally biased cannot justi¬ 
fiably expect r reception reserved 
tor those who are both patriotic and 
objective.

The 
Burmese people reckon not by 
dozens, but by tens, and factors or 
multiples of 10. 

A nation’s folktales can tell a lot 
about a country and the people and 
these Burmese folktales do just 
that. Though no two tales are very 
much alike, they reveal qualities 
that many Burmese people have ,,, 
a directness, almost bluntnesa, yet 
restraint and courtesy. 

The situations and plots are 
fresh. The humor Is sometimes dry, 
sometimes earthy, and is marked by 
a keen sense of the ridiculous. 

Authenticity was a prime con¬ 
sideration In collecting at these 
talcs. The comprehensive glossary, 
and the Illustrations by a leading 
Burmese artist provide many fas¬ 
cinating details of the Burmese way 
at life.

Dr. Large is the ideal interpreter 
for this type of history, having been 
bom Into the family of a rolsslonary- 
dootor at the Indian village of Bella 
Bella.

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MUCH ADO ABOUT AN OTTER

One April afternoon Marjorie 
and Pelham Richardson, who Uve 
in the quaint and historic cottage 
on St. Andrews Street in James 
Bay once owned by Alice and 
Emily Carr, looked from their bed- 
room window on to the spring- 
bright street and saw a most un¬ 
usual sight. Sitting on the walk in 
front of the house was a sleekly- 
beautiful brown animal about 3 Vi 
feet long. Marjorie thought it 
might be a beaver, her husband 
was sure it was a seal but both 
finally agreed it was an otter . 

Calmly the animal gazed beck at the 
Richard*** then it turned and ran around the 
home ■lipping like a shadow through the small 
opening into the crawl apace beneath the building. 
The Richard*uni speculated ail evening about 
their strange visitor. Where had it oome from? 
Beacon Hlil was only a bkidk or a n away so It 
had. in all probability, oome from there but they 
hod nevor heard ttiat the park was Inhabited by 
utters.

They had seen the otter cross 
the garden and disappear into a small hole where 
a huge maple stands against the foundations of the 
house and where the - concrete and the tree trunk 
do not quite lit was an opening just large enough 
for her. 

Animals are no strangers to the Richardsons. 

In the winter months a family of raccoons inhabit 
the maple. They have an annoying habit of 
walking on the roof by night and perhaps they did 
this too when Emly Carr Mved there. Some 
people go ao far as to wonder If It Is her spirit 
that attract* the animals to this place. It is 
summon knowledge that she toved them. 

Next morning Pettiajm orawlcd und«T the houss 
and blocked this saxxid entrance, praying the 
otter would now dig bar way out under the back 


porch, the only place where there was no 
concrete. "People wondered." says Marjorie, 
"why-we were anxious to get rid of such n lovely 
animal." They were told that the smell would 
very soon become unendurable, particularly 
when, and If, she began bringing fish and other 
dainties for her young. 

After another trip under the house Mr. 
Richardson enmc up beaming. "There Is a baby 
down there," he informed his wife. 

She immediately crawled under and reported: 
"A baby? There must be three or four.” 

They listened and beard a sound resembling 
the chirping of baby chicks. With the aid of a 
flashlight they finally located her In the moat 
distant corner where the space between celling 
and floor was shallowest, She lay there, blinking 
In the light, gentle and contented, suckling her 
young. 

They then phoned the Ash and game branch 
but their men were atl away. They phoned the 
SPCA, but they did not know quite what to do 
about the situation. They phoned ihe parks branch 
end they said they would send someone right 
over. Then came a call from Beautiful B.C. 
Magazine asking if they might c-rme and take 
photographs. Unfortunately & photographer was 
unavailable when the babies were brought out. 

A man from the SPCA arrived and five 
minutes later three men from the parks branch 
arrived. Marjorie watched with amusement tho 
flour men and her husband standing on the lawn, 
discussing ways and means, relating horrendous 
tales of the behaviour of trapped animals and no 
one seemed anxious to go In to get tho little 
family. 

Finally one, braver than the rest and 
equipped with a powerful flashlight and heavy 
gloves, crawled under the bouse. He located the 
ami mall but oould not reach thetm, so k was 
decided to send for a trapper. He came, John 
Hamilton, who bus been trapping Mvc animals 
since he was 12 and he is now 76. He is often 
called in by the fish and game branch when

complaints are received of mink killing chickens 
or of coons raiding orchards. 

A giant of a man. he nevertheless spent, a 
couple of fruitless hours In the cramped crawl 
sjmco. Finally he went away and came back with 
a young member of the RCMP, He was not there 
in an official caj»city, however, but he was 
interested and what is more he had very long 
arms and with the aid of a pole he eventually got 
the baby otters, three in number. They were 
placed In a large cage and left there for the night 
in the hope that tite mother w-iuld join them but 
six' was far too cagey for that. 

At six next morning Mr. Hamilton came and 
took the young ones to his home on Slmcoe Street 
where he and his wife fed them every four hours, 
with small animal feeding bottles. They lived in a 
box in the kitchen tnr the next five weeks and 
were named Molly, Timmy and Tommy. Marjorie 
and Pelham wont to visit them and worn 
delighted with the beautiful little things, about 
eight inches long, with shining coats, their eyes 
closed Mko kittens. 

Another trap was set flor the mother, bound 
with sponge rubber In order not to Injure her. At 
3 a.m. the Richardsons heard It go off with a 
bang and sent for John Hamilbrn, When he 
arrived the animal hud escaped and she has not 
been seen again. 

There wo* a great demand for the young 
otters and the Chicago zoo would have purchased 
the three of them. A man travelled all the way 
from Connecticut and took one back with him but 
unfortunately the two remaining here contracted 
oodds and did w>t long survive. 

"It was an exoiting time while It lasted," 
says Marjorie Richardson. "Wo never cease to 
marvel why the otter chose our house, practically 
in the middle of the city, or how she know it wm 
the only one in die block without a basement and 
therefore accessible." 

Perhaps, when spring acmes round again, she 
win pay another visit to the cottage on SC 
Andrews Street. Who knows?
